GROUPS offering 
vital support to Hav¬ 
erhill residents hit 
by the economic 
crisis will be boosted 
by £25,000 in extra 
council funding. 

Haverhill Town Coun¬ 
cil has decided to give 
cash to organisations 
offering financial advice 
and debt counselling as 
the town wrestles with a 
devastating series of 
redundancy warnings. 

But the council opted not to 
fund the cash injection by 
increasing council tax, ins¬ 
tead choosing to freeze its 
precept for next year at 
current levels. 

That will mean the portion 
of council tax taken by the 
council remains at £75.34 a 
year for an average band D 
property 

Cllr Les Ager, mayor of 
Haverhill, said: “We tried to 
keep council tax without an 
increase to help people who 
are suffering. This was a 
unanimous decision taken by 
all councillors. 

“And the extra funding is 
about making contingency 
plans to help people if they 
are in need.” 

Hundreds of jobs in Hav¬ 
erhill are under threat. 

Vion Food Group said last 
month that up to 470 jobs at 
its Little Wratting site could 
be axed. 

And last year, there were 
warnings that a total of 88 
jobs could go at Becker 
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Acroma and Titon. 

The council has not yet 
decided which organisations 
will benefit from the extra 
funding. 

The council’s general 
grants budget will provide 
£5,000 of the cash, while 
£20,000 will come from the 
town centre opportunity fund. 

The town council’s tax dec¬ 
ision came as St Edmunds- 
bury Borough Council also 
announced plans to freeze its 
council tax precept - keeping 
it at £171.99 a year for a band 
D property 

The amount charged by 
Suffolk County Council is 
likely to go up by 2.45 per 
cent. 

Borough council officers 
note in papers for the budget 
meeting on February 11 that: 
“St Edmundsbury is finan¬ 
cially secure, as a result of 
many years of prudent fin¬ 
ancial management.” 

The council plans to invest 
an extra £1.88 million next 
year, covered by savings of 
£1.19 million and cash from 
reserves. 

The savings include an inc¬ 
rease of £140,000 in rent from 
the Haverhill cinema site, 
now in its first year of use. 

There will also be grant 
cuts for Haverhill Arts Centre 
and for Abbeycroft Leisure, 
which runs Haverhill Leisure 
Centre. 

The arts centre will see its 
grant decrease by £12,200, 
while the decrease for Abbey- 
croft will be £27,000. 
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Throw yourself into

The campaign, which has a 
target of £40,000, aims to help 
patients in the Haverhill area 
receive services in their own 
homes, rather than travelling to 
the hospice in Bury. 

Around 80 people are already 
signed up for the jump, which will 
be organised by the UK Bungee 
Club. 

Michelle Gray, the hospice’s 
senior fundraising manager, said: 
“We’ve had a lot of interest from 
students at Samuel Ward Arts and 
Technology College, and Castle 
Manor Business and Enterprise 
College. 

“Anyone who takes part can 
expect to launch themselves off a 
160ft-high platform. 

“It should be a really exciting 
day. We haven’t had a bungee jump 
in the area for a very long time, so 
the interest has been huge.” 

One person who can vouch for 
the joy of bungee jumping is Abby 
Hunt, the hospice’s corporate 
fundraiser. Michelle said: “Abby 
did a bungee jump in New Zealand. 
She enjoyed it so much that she 
will be doing it again in Bury.” 

Jumpers aged 14 and 15 will 
need parental consent. All 
participants will get a full safety 
briefing first. 

A £20 registration fee is 
required. Anyone who raises more

Less racism 
in schools 


THE number of 
racist incidents in 
Suffolk’s schools 
has fallen - but 
education chiefs 
say there is no 
room for com¬ 
placency in tack¬ 
ling the problem. 

For the last aca¬ 
demic year, from 
September 2007 to 
July 2008, there 
were 579 racist 
incidents in 146 
schools. 

The majority 
involved verbal 
abuse. 

That figure was 
down from 601 inc¬ 
idents in 2006/ 2007 
reported from 153 
schools. 

But it is higher 
than in 2005/6 
when 433 incidents 
were reported 
from 125 schools. 

Patricia O’Brien, 
the county coun¬ 
cil’s portfolio hol¬ 
der for children, 


schools and young 
people’s services, 
said: “We welcome 
the efforts schools 
are making in re¬ 
porting incidents 
and working with 
pupils to increase 
awareness. 

“We are pleased 
the trend is down, 
having risen last 
year, but there is 
no room for com¬ 
placency 

“We will contin¬ 
ue to work with 
schools to tackle 
racism and to 
adhere to the zero- 
tolerance approach 
we have already 
followed for a num¬ 
ber of years here 
in Suffolk.” 

She said it was 
important that 
children were will¬ 
ing to report inci¬ 
dents and that 
teachers were sen¬ 
sitive to them.

While Mr Mason says it 
looks like Sorrel has beaten 
leukaemia, she will not be 
given the official all-clear for 
another five years. 

Mr Mason, who has sign¬ 
ed up to the register himself, 
said: “We’re hoping to give a 
bit back. We’ve been helped 
by so many organisations.

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‘Keep it local’ call 
from campaigners 


RESIDENTS and bus¬ 
inesses are calling on the 
Government to “keep it 
local” with its shake-up 
of councils in Suffolk. 

A survey of West Suffolk 
residents has found 60 per 
cent want a dedicated unitary 
council for their area, while 
Haverhill Chamber of Comm¬ 
erce has backed a petition on 
the 10 Downing Street website 
calling for a local council. 

The Boundary Committee is 
consulting on a proposal to 
split the county into two 
unitary authorities, one for a 
greater Ipswich area to be 
called North Haven and 
another for rural Suffolk. 
Another Boundary Committee 
option is for “one Suffolk” - a 
giant unitary authority 
covering 700,000 people. 

But many believe a three 
council solution - with East 
Suffolk, West Suffolk and 
North Haven local authorities 
- would keep councillors 
closer to residents. 

St Edmundsbury Borough 
Council, Forest Heath District 
Council and Waveney District 
Council have criticised the

Boundary Commission for 
“refusing to consult” residents 
on their preferred option. 

An independent poll comm¬ 
issioned by the three councils 
found 60 per cent of residents 
in their areas also preferred 
the three council option. 

Cllr Les Ager, Mayor of 
Haverhill and a member of St 
Edmundsbury Borough Coun¬ 
cil, said: “I think that is the 
best option. It is important to 
keep it local. 

“No one knows where the 
headquarters would be if it is 
just the one. 

“But if there was a West 
Suffolk, you would assume it 
would be based in Bury, which 
Haverhill residents would be 
used to dealing with.” 

The Secretary of State for 
Communities and Local Gov¬ 
ernment, Hazel Blears, is set 
to make the final decision. 

Unitary councils would offer 
a single tier of local 
government providing all 
services for residents. 

Under the current system, 


district councils provide 
services such as rubbish coll¬ 
ection and leisure, while the 
county council provides educ¬ 
ation and maintains roads. 

Meanwhile Sarah Howard, 
chairman of Haverhill Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce, has backed 
a petition calling on the 
Government to set up three 
councils in order to “promote 
prosperity, protect local 
employment, and improve 
vital local services in Suffolk”. 

Ms Howard said: “This is an 
issue that will have an effect 
on businesses in Haverhill. 

“As a Chamber of Comm¬ 
erce it is our responsibility to 
represent the views of our 
members and to act as a voice 
for local businesses.” 

The online petition notes 
that “one size does not fit all”, 
arguing that “West Suffolk is 
inextricably linked to the 
Cambridge sub-region which 
has very different economic 
priorities to the areas around 
Lowestoft and Ipswich”.

Cuts to mothball 
school upgrades

COUNTY councillors 
have agreed to freeze 
their pay until 2010 as 
part of a drive to save 
money 

As Cambridgeshire County 
Council announced efficiency 
savings worth £16 million in 
last week’s budget, the leaders 
of all political parties said 
their members would not take 
a 2.7 per cent increase in their 
annual allowance. 

The move will save tax¬ 
payers around £20,000 between 
the council’s 69 represent¬ 
atives, who receive £7,610 as a 
basic allowance. 

Although the saving is tiny 
compared to the overall budget 
of about £570 million, the pol¬ 
iticians said they believed they 
should lead by example. 

Council leader Cllr Jill 
Tuck, who proposed the freeze, 
said: “This budget is a people- 
driven one and we’re very 
mindful of what’s going on in 
the economy 

“It’s something we’ve dec¬ 
ided as a group and everyone 


was completely behind it.” 

Cllr Nichola Harrison, Lib¬ 
eral Democrat spokeswoman 
for resources, said: “In terms 
of the council’s budget, it is 
only a very small amount of 
money, but we should make a 
gesture of solidarity with the 
people of Cambridgeshire. 

“As county councillors, we 
are not well paid. It is minimal 
for the amount of work we do. 

“But times are hard and 
some people don’t even have a 
job, so it would not be right for 
politicians to get a pay rise at 
this time.” 

The move follows the lead of 


Barack Obama, who imposed 
a pay freeze for White House 
staff earning more than 
$100,000 a year in one of his 
first presidential orders. 

BBC director general Mark 
Thompson has also frozen pay 
for senior corporation staff 
and celebrities until next year. 

County councillors receive a 
basic annual allowance, plus 
expenses, as well as top-up 
allowances for special roles 
requiring extra work. 

Cllr Tuck picks up £22,246, 
deputy leader Cllr Mac 
Maguire receives £16,685 and 
cabinet members receive bet¬ 


ween £14,460 and £8,898. 

Cllr David Jenkins receives 
£12,182 as Liberal Democrat 
leader and Cllr Paul Sales 
picks up £5,927 as Labour 
leader. 

Cllr Sales agreed with the 
pay freeze, saying: “We fully 
support it - it’s entirely app¬ 
ropriate in the economic 
conditions. 

“However, we are concerned 
about the £14 million cuts to 
disability services over two 
years. 

“It is absolutely disastrous 
when we have an ageing pop¬ 
ulation and many of them 
suffering long-term life-limit¬ 
ing illness. 

“The council says it will get 
better value for money 

“What that actually means 
is agencies that provide 
residential care will reduce 
staff levels and employ people 
with a limited amount of 
English. 

“Care homes are struggling 
in the current climate and I 
would not be surprised if 
some went to the wall, leaving 
the council with a gross 
shortage of spaces.” 


PROJECTS to improve 
outdated classrooms are 
being shelved due to a £4 
million funding crisis. 

Major schemes will have 
to be delayed, scaled down 
or scrapped, after Cam¬ 
bridgeshire County Coun¬ 
cil announced plans to cut 
£3.8 million from its 
capital building prog¬ 
ramme. 

It blamed the recession, 
rising construction costs 
and low Government fund¬ 
ing for the “significant 
pressure” on its budget, 
which will affect thous¬ 
ands of pupils and teach¬ 
ers in the county. 

A report to the council’s 
schools forum admitted: 
“It has been necessary to 
take some very difficult 
decisions either to defer 
schemes by one or more 
years, and/or reduce the 
scale of planned invest¬ 
ment and, in a number of 
cases, take schemes out of 
the programme.” 

Ben Slade, principal at 
Manor Community Coll¬ 
ege in Cambridge’s Arb- 
ury Road - which has been 
made a priority for imp¬ 
rovement works - said: 
“That’s very bad news for 
schools. 

“The local authority is 
badly funded by the Gov¬ 


ernment, and to cut such a 
large amount from a 
budget that’s almost bey¬ 
ond cutting is a worry.” 

The council revealed it 
could also face an even 
bigger financial black 
hole, if the Government 
does not stump up cash to 
help the council tackle an 
anticipated shortfall of 
500 reception places in 
Cambridge within three 
years. 

The report said: “If the 
bid is unsuccessful then 
this will create a further 
significant pressure on 
general resources from 
2010 onwards.” 

It added: “Cambridge¬ 
shire’s settlement was 
considerably worse than 
for many other shire auth¬ 
orities ... it is inevitable 
that cost pressures will 
outstrip available resour¬ 
ces, and that savings will 
need to be made to close 
the gap.” 

Major school projects 
due to take place in 
2009/10 include the exten¬ 
sion of Lantern Primary 
School in Ely, the creation 
of new facilities for 
Bellbird Primary School 
in Sawston, and the 
Shirley Community Pri¬ 
mary and Nursery School 
in Cambridge.

School’s out, but 
not before time!

HEALTH and safety 
measures will put an 
end to the traditional 
early leaving time at the 
end of term for pupils 
and teachers in Cam¬ 
bridgeshire. 

Schools have been ordered 
to put a stop to the tradition of 
letting pupils go home before 
normal closing time - because 
they are responsible for 
youngsters’ safety and welfare 
for the full day 

The move by Cambridge¬ 
shire County Council could 
cause ill-feeling among staff, a 
teachers’ union has warned. 

Geoff Fewtrell, county sec¬ 
retary of the NASUWT union, 
said: “I think not finishing 
early at Christmas is a real 
shame. 

“Most secondary schools 
finish at lunchtime and the 
staff then have a get-together. 
It’s a nice celebration for staff, 
and is good for morale. 

“This has been going on for 
years.

“It’s a bit of a dead time 
anyway and this could cause 
ill feeling among staff.” 

Concerns have been raised 
about groups of secondary 
pupils visiting their former 
primaries, which usually do 
not finish early, causing dis¬ 
ruption to lessons. 

The council also hopes 
parents will be “reassured” to 
know their children will be 
kept safe in school until the 
standard closing time. 

Several headteachers said 


they had been contacted by the 
council about the policy. 

Ben Slade, principal at 
Manor Community College in 
Cambridge, said: “I think the 
argument is child protection: 
some students might not have 
anywhere to go, and our 
responsibility for them lasts 
until the end of the school 
day.” 

Andrew Hutchinson, exec¬ 
utive principal of the Parks ide 
Federation, said staff were 
expected to work for a set 
number of hours per year, and 
said the school’s “flexi-time” 
system for timetabling classes 
would keep disruption to a 
minimum. 

Cllr David Harty, the Con¬ 
servative-run council’s cab¬ 
inet member for learning, 
said: “Schools have been 
reminded that they are resp¬ 
onsible for the safety and 
welfare of students for the 
duration of the school day, and 
that they should not release 
students early on the last day 
of term. 

“Parents will be reassured 
to know this is the case, and 
that the length of every school 
day will remain the same.” 


‘Cover up slur is wrong’ 



CAMBRIDGESHIRE’S 
Chief Constable says 
there was no cover up 
over violent crime figures. 

Julie Spence said all 
such crimes were invest¬ 
igated and not “swept 
under the carpet”. 

She has defended the 
way her force records 
serious violent crimes 
after it was named as one 
of several found to have 
misinterpreted classi¬ 
fication guidance. 

It was said that police 
forces were “under¬ 
counting” serious violent 
crimes by downgrading 
the offences.

latest podcast, Mrs Spence 
hit back. 

She said: “Once again it 
was reported that Cam¬ 
bridgeshire was among 18 
forces which had been 
asked to recount violent 
crime figures. 

“This was not, as 
widely suggested, because 
forces had been trying to 
make violent crime look 
less than it was. The 
confusion came after a 
national reclassification 
of the way certain cate¬ 
gories of violence were 
recorded - a matter of 
ticking the right box. 

“In ticking what was 
apparently the wrong box 
we had, if anything made 
the numbers of most 
serious violent crime look 
worse than it was. 

“The fact is that all 
violent crime was rec¬ 
orded and investigated. 
Nothing was swept under 
the carpet. 

“But what I found inter¬ 
esting was how the 
coverage of the statistical 
debate followed hard on 
the heels of other events 
which also made the 
headlines. 

“A 17-year-old who 
slashed the face of a 
19-year-old to rib¬ 
bons in Cam¬ 
bridgeshire was 
jailed for six 
years.

“A man who raped a 
woman in our county was 
jailed for five years, and 
animal rights protesters 
who conducted a fright¬ 
ening campaign against 
Huntingdon Life Sciences 
and those who had deal¬ 
ings with the company 
were jailed for up to 11 
years. 

“There is no link bet¬ 
ween the cases and 
neither am I about to 
make any comparisons or 
judgments between the 
sentences. 

“The thought which 
came to me was that the 
outcomes were all the 
result of good police work 
- the rape conviction 
made possible by our new, 
dedicated Sexual Invest¬ 
igations Unit. 

“And then I wondered 
whether the public - you - 
saw them as more or less 
significant than the 
columns of dull and often 
baffling figures, or 
whether you had actually 
made any connection 
between what officers do 
on a day to day basis and 
the figures you are act¬ 
ually hearing. 

“In their own way both 
statistics and the head¬ 
lines from court, give an 
indication of the job the 
police service is doing.”
